A test of proper planting is to give each tree 
a slight tug after setting. If the tree pulls up, 
it is not properly set. Failure to set the tree 
firmly and at the right depth usually results in 
stunting or death.

Before the ground freezes solidly, an especially 
good watering should be given. This freezes the 
roots wet and prevents the drying out of the 
foliage. Even during the winter, if there is no 
snow on the ground, an occasional watering should 
be given. If the Spring is dry, watering should 
be kept up. 





After the ground is frozen, newly planted ever—- 
eens should receive a heavy mulch of either dead
